VWHEREAS, The United States currently faces its nost
serious energy shortage since the oil enbargoes of the

1970's; and

VWHEREAS, The United States' energy consunption IS
expected to increase by approximtely 32% by the year 2020;

and

VHEREAS, Donestic, renewabl e, and alternative fuels such

as et hanol and bi odi esel offer hope for Anerica's future; and

VWHEREAS, Pr esi dent Bush's Nat i onal Energy Policy
recoomends that a sound national energy policy shoul d
encourage a clean and diverse portfolio of domestic energy
supplies so that future generations of Anericans wll have

access to the energy they need; and

WHEREAS, The continued growth of renewable energy wll
continue to be inportant in delivering |larger supplies of

cl ean, donestic power for Anmerica' s grow ng econony; and

VWHEREAS, Pr esi dent Bush' s Nat i onal Energy Policy
recommends increased funding for renewabl e energy and energy
ef ficiency research and devel opnent prograns that are

per f or mance- based and cost-shared, and

VWHEREAS, Bi omass, unlike other renewabl e energy sources,
can be converted directly into liquid fuels, called biofuels,
to mneet our transportation needs; the two nost conmon are

et hanol and bi odi esel ; and

WHEREAS, The devel opnent of bionmass benefits rural
econom es that produce crops used for biomass, particularly

et hanol and bi omass el ectricity generation; and

VWHEREAS, Ethanol is the nost widely used biofuel, and its

production has increased sharply since 1980, rising from 200
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mllion gallons per year to 1.9 billion gallons; and

VWHEREAS, There are currently approximtely 450,000
alternative fuel vehicles in the United States, and nore than
1.5 mllion flexible-fuel vehicles that can use gasoline or a

m xture of ethanol and gasoline; and

WHEREAS, The State of Illinois is considering elimnating
the use of MIBE which will likely increase our reliance on

et hanol ; and

VWHEREAS, Alternative fuels not only reduce dependence on
petrol eum transportation fuels, they also reduce or entirely

elimnate harnful em ssions; and

VWHEREAS, The National Energy Policy Devel opnent G oup
reconmmends that the President direct the Secretary of
Treasury to work with Congress to continue the ethanol excise

tax exenption; therefore be it

we urge the President of the United States and the United
States Congress to ensure ethanol and biodi esel are included

prom nent place in national energy policy; and be it further
